|let business concerns “be as big as| 
they want to be.” 
Watch Profits,-Not Size. 

“It is true that large combinations 
may use their power to exact exorbi- 
tant prices,” he asserted. “The pub- 
lic’s alarm should be in the profits 
they make, and not in the size of the 
agency that makes the profits. The 
function of the federal trade commis- 
sion should be to investigate the prof- 
its and cost of production of big busi- 
ness combines rather than prevent 
_ consolidation.” 
| Mr. Woll qualified his approval of 
| big combinations by saying their prac- 
tices, methods and profits must be 
‘scrutinized at regular intervals by 
'governmentally appointed agents, 
\whose disinterested motives could not 
be questioned. These agents he would 
have representative of all the main 
| productive classes. 

Raps Fascist Regime.

| ciers in praising the fascist regime of 
Italy, where “the state pas absolute 
poWer over the individuai politically, 
and absolute power over the industrial 
structure economically—a complete re-

RADIO MESSAGE 


Captain Fried Praises 
Radio Compass as Aid 
In Heroic Rescue of 
Freighter Sailors. | 


New York, January 29.—(4)— 
Captain George Fried, commander of 
the United States liner President 
Roosevelt, radioed today the first de- 
tailed account of the heroic rescue of 
the crew of the Antinoe, in which he 
the radio 
compass, Which enabled him to reach 
the sinking freighter when that ship 
had given her position 100 miles | 
away. 

The Lyle gun, for shooting life | 
‘lines to the Antinoe, and the use of 
oil were additional factors in making 
the rescue a complete success. 

Captain Fried’s message to the 
United States line graphically tells 
the story of the rescue: 

Five-forty, a. m. of 24th received 
SOS from steamship Antinoe, pro- 
ceeded to her position by radio com- 
pass bearings, which proved position 
100 miles in error. Alongside her 
noon, wind west, force ten, with vio- 
lent snow squalls. High, rough seas 
were rolling 35 degrees. ‘Took posi- 
tion on the quarter-mile windward. 
Pumped oil overboard with excellent 
effect. Her captain claims this saved 
them sinking. 

“Lost sight of her 9 p. m. Her 
radio and dynamo out of commission. 
Severe snow squalls. Picked her up 
again 3:40 p. m., 25th, with engine 
and fire room flooded, number three 
hatch broken, heavily listed starboard.

BODIES TO REST 


IN SINGLE GRAVE 


After Fight Lasting Two 
Years, Slayers of H. F. 
Underwood, 
County Man, Hanged. 


Columbus, Ga., January 29.-P)— : . 


The final chapter in the history of 
the Willie Jones and Gervis Blood- 
worth case, who paid with their lives 
in the Muscogee county jail here to- 
day at 11:02 o’clock for the murder 
of Howard F. Underwood, medicine 
salesman of Taylor county, in De- 
cember, 1923, will be written tomor- 

row when the bodies of the two youths 
will be lowered into the same grave 
in the Girard (Ala.) cemetery. 

Acceding to the last wish of the 
doomed youths, Dr. F. M. Jenkins, 
layman and evangelistic worker, who 
acted as spiritual adviser of the two 
confessed murderers, will preach the 
funeral sermon at a local chapel to- 
morrow morning at 10:30 o’clock. Dr, - 
Jenkins will be assisted by Rev. O. 
F. Barnes, pastor of the Girard Bap- 
tist church of Phenix City, Ala., and 
Rev. J. O. J. Taylor, pastor of the 
Methodist church at Waverly Hall, 
Ga. 

Interment in One Grave. 

With the lowering of their bodies 
underneath the sod into one grave 
in the little Girard cemetery, where 
Mrs. Laura Fullerton, mother of 
Bloodworth, owns a lot, and the 
brief burial service, the dying wish 
of Jones and Bloodworth, pals in life, 
will be fufilled when they will re- 
main comrades in death. Caskets, 
identical, as they wished, will hold 
the earthly bodies of the youthful 
slayers. 

A few hours following their wee 
ing from a double galiows, thousatds 
of persons from Columbus and sure 
rounding vicinity crowded the small — 
funeral establishment here to view 
the bodies of the youths as they lay 
side by side in death. At 10 o'clock 
tonight it was estimated that approx 
imately 3,000 persons had passed the 
two caskets. 


An hour before the chapel was” 


opened to the public, the families and 
relatives of the two slayers were left 
alone with their dead. Mrs. 
Jones and Mrs. Laura Fullerton, 
mothers of the boys, broke down un-

sight of their sons, cold in death. 
It was several minutes before rela- 
tives comforted them, but tonight they 
were said to be bearing up well un- 
der the trying ordeal.

Almost immediately after he had 


‘plunged through the trap, physicians 


said that Jones’ neck was broken 
and expressed the belief that he died 
without a shudder. For a full min- 
ute Bloodworth struggled as his 
_body dangled from the end of 
the rope, but without consciousness 
as the noose tightened about his neck. 
Immediately after they were pro- 
nounced dead, the bodies were cut 
down and carried to a loeal funeral 
establishment.

ToBeCommuted 


Washington, January 29.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Representative Upshaw, of 
Georgia, has laid before United States 
Superintendent of Prisons Luther C. 


White letters from textile manufac- 
turers in Atlanta and other sections 
of Georgia protesting strongly against 
the proposition to install spinning 
machinery for commercial purposes in 
the Atlanta federal prison. 

“While I am anxious,” Upshaw de- 
clared, “to have the prison do every- 
thing possible to prepare these unfor- 
tunate men for self-support when they 
leave the prison walls, I urged upon 
the department of justice not to adopt 
a course that would bring. govern- 
ment goods into competition with pri- 
vate business. 

“IT was delighted to find Superin- 
tendent White thorougtity responsive 
to this appeal. In his statement to 
me he reveals a thoroughly humani- 
tarian plan which I am sure the tex- 


tile manufacturers and all friends of | 


unfortunates will approve.” 
White Answers Upshaw. 


Mr. White’s statement follows: 

“Please let me make myself per- 
fectly clear in regard to the possibil- 
ity (it is nothing more yet) of a 
spinning mill at the Atlanta peni- 
tentiary. We own, as you know, sev- 


eral hundred acres of land admirably | 


adapted to the growing of cotton. We 
are running a large weaving mill, 
manufacturing some 3,500,000 yards 
per year of canvas for the various de- 
partments of the government. 

“We have no wish to enter into 
competition with an outside firm in 
the manufacture of this material, nor 
would I if I could put prison-made 
goods on the open market.

“If I can succeed in training even

Dr. Long discovered the powers of 
ether as an anesthetic while experi- 
menting with its effects on several 
of his close friends. The effects of the 
ether were noticed when it was in- 
haled. One of Dr. Long’s friends was 
suffering with the toothache and half 
in Jest he said he would permit the 
physician to pull the tooth if ether 
were administered. Its value as an 
anesthetic was thus discovered. Dr. 
Long used it frequently, performing 
major operations on patients who were 
under its influence. He did not pub- 
lish his discovery to the medical 
world at the time, but because of the 
numerous times he used ether as an 
anesthetic, evidence to support his 
claim was, found in many places. 

Dr. Lo was a native of Jackson 
county and later lived in Athens.

HOLDER’S STATEMENT. 

The statement of John N. Holder, 
chairman of the state highway 
board, with regard to the road 
problem in this state, was sub- 
mitted to the other two members of 
the board Friday, received their in- 
dorsement, and then released for 
publication. 

It was prepared—as admitted— 
for the governor, who is seeking 
light from various sources prepara- 
tory to his recommendation to the 
approaching assembly, which will 
meet in extraordinary session. 

The statement contains nothing 
additional to previous and recent 
Statements officially issued by 
Chairman Holder regarding the same 
perplexing problem. 

He is opposed to any change in 
the present system of road construc- 
tion in Georgia. Which is not alto- 
gether difficult to explain. 

He says the state has all the 
money in sight for road building 
that it should spend annually— 
which is most difficult to explain 
when the astounding overhead ex- 
penses of the state’s gigantic road- 
building machine, for which the 
people pay, are analyzed, or taken 
into account. 

He says the state will have 
$9,881,000 available in 1926, and in 
the same sentence admits that 
$3,400,000 of that amount is from 
the motor vehicle license fees— 
which total, though he does not 
mention it, is allocated at present 
by law to the maintenance of roads 
—a preposterous expenditure ex- 
cusable only by reason of the char- 
acter of temporary roads which 
predominate in Georgia. 

In this total the chairman in- 
cludes also $2,000,000 of ‘‘county 
funds,” although he knows, no 
doubt, that every dollar of county 
funds to be made available has been 
voted on a match basis of 50-25-25 
—and by his own figures the pro 
rata cannot possibly be met. 

The chairman does not explain 
what he knows to be true—that 
every dollar of the 1926 construe- 
tion income has heen pledged— 
long since pledged—on 
here and there that do not and can- 
not in the slightest degree relieve 
the present crazy-quilt system, 
which will prevail during the life- 
times of the living if the county 
unit system prevails that long. 

He does not explain that this 
state voted in 1921 a county seat 
to county Seat system of paving 
which is almost as far from realiza- 
tion now as then, and that—in 
reaching that goal—the incomes for 
construction have been pledged, 
without that original purpose or in- 
tent, not only for 1926, but for 
Several vears in the future. And 
that without consideration of the 
county bonds that have been re- 
cently voted all over Georgia— 
voted on the solemn pledge of 75 
per cent of state and federal aid 
to 25 per cent of county aid. 

The chairman unfortunately re- 
Sorted to that old spirit of political 
sophistry that is always to be con- 
demned, in the following paragraph:

nance, is radically and inexcusably 
wrong. 

And all of the “cards” that the 
chairman may write in a lifetime 
cannot atone for such an unbusi- 
ness-like, unprogressive and unde- 
Sirable situation.

The petition asked for the closing of 
Bush street from a point 175 feet 
east of Manghum street and extending 
east to Elliott. The petition cited 
that the portion of the street it was 
desired to close was no longer needed 
for public use atad, in effect, was a 
theoretical street. 

The committee also approved a pe- 
tition from the Georgia School of 
Technology, signed by L. Brit- 
tain, president, requesting closing of 
Kimball street between Williams 
street and Techwood drive. This was 
necessary before Georgia Tech could 
proceed with plans to erect a large, 
modern dormitory and a new dining 
hall. it was said.

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THE MARGIN OF SECURITY. 

‘Engineers planning a bridge or tun- 
nel take into account the purpose the 
structure is to serve and they build to 
provide strength séyeral times greater 
than any conceivable emergency will 


demand. This is the margin of secur- 
ity. Dr. F. W. Briggs points out sey- 
eral factors a security, 
particularly in the respiratory organs. 
As a’ nose and throat specialist, Dr. 
Briggs looks at people thru a specu- 
lum, so to speak, and the people he 
looks at are not all Swedish, tho many 
of them live in Duluth. He finds that 
human beings, as he calls ’em, are 
often afflicted with nasal infection 
which gives them little concern and 
causes few complaints, merely because 
most folks are equally afflicted, or be- 
cause they have had such trouble 
trom early childhood and consequent: 
ly they thirk it is normal. 

In citing Dr. Briggs’ illuminating 
observations I do not mean to. libel 
the climate of Duluth. It’s cold in 
Duluth—if anywhere, yet I should be 


much good health to the square mile 
or head around Duluth as there is in 
any warmer city. Nor do I mean to 
boast about that, but just as a coinci- 
dence I have been telling those Danes 
how to keep well for many years now, 
and Duluth, it should be remembered, 


ter of this country. 


Dr. Briggs points out that the re- 
moval or destruction of the greater 
portion of certain organs, say the 
kidneys, or pancreas, does not prevent 
the portion remaining from carryng 
on the normal functions except in 
time of unusual demand or stress, and 
until such unusual demands are made 
on the organs concerned, the indi- 
vidual experiences no trouble, has no 
symptoms, no complaint. 

A mother inquires whether the re- 
moval of an atrophied testicle in the 
case of a child 3 1-2 years old with 
undescended testicle will in any way 
impair the child’s future well being or 
fertility. It will not, provided the 
remaining organ is normal. This is 
one instance of nature’s margin of 
security. 

People often wonder how an indi- 
vidual with valvular leakage can look 
and feel perfectly well and keep on for 
a lifetime, perhaps, without any seri- 
ous illness from the damaged heart. 
That is another instance of the mar- 
gin of security; in an individual with 
well trained heart—that is, an indi- 
vidiual who has proper physical train- 
{ng—there is sufficient reserve power 
built in to take care of a cdnstant 
waste of power from backflow thru 
the faulty valve and by husbanding 
this reserve the jndividual need never 
suffer any grave’ illness from his valv- 
nlar defect. He has a narrowed mar- 
gin of security, to be sure, and for 
that reason he must avoid occasions of 
extraordinary strain or stress. If he 
lives in Duluth he is lucky, for right 
up the block there is a handy little 
hill he can climb two or three times 
a day to develope and store up a fund 
of reserve power, and plenty of germ 
free and pollen free oxygen all around 
to keep| him feeling happy. Most of 
the Wops in Duluth are cheerful— 
maybe they have to be to live there. 
The Micks in St. Paul seem happy 
enough, nevertheless, as long as one 
savs nothing about crossing the river.

WAGE SCHEDULE 


New York. January 29.— Railroad 
conductors and trainmen throughout 
the country, have been ordered by 
union leaders to file a schedule of 
wage demands on February 1 for the 
restoration of the wage scales fixed 
by the railway labor board in 1920, 
it was learned here Thursday.

Conductors receiving $6.60 
a day would get $7.75.

CHAPTER LIV. 

Growth of Public School System. 

No other institution in the munic- 
ipal equipment of Atlanta has so 
powerfully attracted new residents of 
reputable and progressive character as 
the publie schoo] system of this city. 
This story has already related the 
early zeal of the makers of Atlanta 
in providing education for their chil- 
dren through the ~edium of p.ivate 
schools, and certain preparatory and 

rofessional academies and colleges, 
ut after the war and reconstruction 
had been passed and other consequent 
depression upon the spirit of the peo- 
ple was lifted, the evident forward 
march of the cit, to metropolitan ccn- 
ditions made it necessary to provide 
for the general education of the chil- 
dren, who were multiplying in our 
homes. 

The necessity for this became an ob- 
session With one of our most promi- 
nent leaders, Dr. Daniel C. O’ Keefe, 
and he took upon himself the heavy 
but patriotic burden of convincing 
his fellow citizens that notling less 
than a thorough-going public school 
system would satisfy the demands of 
their children and meet the requisi- 
tions of outsiders who might be look- 
ing toward Atlanta as a place for 
future residence. He knew well the 
inertia of the pessimist, produced by 
the war experience, as well as the 
general resistance of the average tax- 
payer to any avoidable burden. Nev- 
ertheless he went into the fray with 
*“‘Donnybrook’’ fighting spirit, and 
succeeded in-having a special commis- 
sioner sent to the east to study ex- 
isting public school systems, and es- 
peciaily that in Providence, R. I., 
that was reputed to be one of the 
most scientifically organized and eco- 
nomically administered systems in the 
country. 

Mr. M. C. Blanchard, a cultured, 
sagacious and careful investigator, 
went on that mission, and came back 
with a report that was luminous and 
convincing. With it as a weapon Dr. 
O’Keefe, John H. Flynn, another 
combative Irishman, and Dr. Samuel 
Hl. Stout, became the crusaders’ for a 
common school system. They suc- 
ceeded in putting through council in 
1869 the O’Keefe resolutions for the 
incorporation of a public school sys- 
tem, and on December 10, of that 
year, a board of education for the 
city was constituted. It was com- 
posed of ex-Governor Joseph E. 
Brown, Dr. Joseph P. Logan, FE. E. 
Rawson and Logan KE. Bleckley, for 
six years; John H. Flynn, L. P. 
Grant, David Mayer and H. T. Phil- 
lips, for four years; Dr. S. H. Stout, 

’, A. Hemphill. M. C. Blanchard 
and Dr. D. C. O’ Keefe, for two years, 
with ex-Governor Joreph E: Brown 
as president of the board. 


At that time the total number of 
white children of school age, between 
6 and 18, was 3,345, and the total 
number of colored children 3,129, 
making the grand total 6,474. Such 
was the beginning steps in the crea- 
tion of that magnificent system of 
public schools which is incontestably 
the “largest and most valuable jewel 
in the crown of the “Gate City.” 

It has been a far cry from the in- 
itial preparation of $2,300 to Duy a 
lot, and $10,000 to build a_ school- 
house, as the first unit of our’ public 
school sys tem back in 1870. Today 
there are more than &5 public school 
buildings in the system and the en- 
rollment of more than 55,000 pupils; 
a nine-fold increase of pupils in 55 
years. Within the last lustrum a 
bond issue provided $4,000,000 for 
school extensions and equipment, and 
yet an unexpected increased enroll- 
ment is making necessary another 
bond issue of perhaps $2,000,000 to 
take care of the new pupils. 

The first superintendent of our 
public school system was Professor 
Bernard Mallon, who had demonstrat- 
ed in Savannah that he was the pos- 
sessor of fine culture, amiable tem- 
perament and executive ability. His 
selection was a happy providence for 


the public schools of the city, because 
of the success of his administration | 
and personal popularity which he ob- 
tained among parents and _ pupils 
alike. Since his day the schools have 
had the accomplished and competent 
direction of such thorough cuucators 
as the elder and the younger Sjatons, 

drum, Dykes, Brittain and Sout- 
ton, and from their successive efforts 
the people of Atlanta today possess 
an up-to-date, scientific system of 
public schools which they are not 
ashamed to show to a visitor from 
any part of the world. 

There is scarcely any city in the 
nation, other than the great metro- 
politan centers, that have so many 
and superbly-equipped colleges and 
universities than the city of Atlanta. 
There are 34 such institutions in and 
near the city. 

There is the great Emory univer- 
sity of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, with its growin:, con- 
geries of impressive buildings, in 
which are housed many of the individ- 
ual colleges that constitute a genuine 
university. 

Not far away from it is the grow- 
ing group of beautiful Georgia grean- 
ite buildings for the housing of Ogle- 
thorpe university of the Presbyterian 
church in the south. That institution 
has survived since 1838, when it vas 
first planted in Milledgevéalle, the 
then capital of the state. y reason 
of war, and* subsequent financial fam- 
ines, it has suffered several seemingly 
fatal eclipses, but the spark of Pres- 
byterian predestination was kept alive 
by its foster friends until it became 
aflame again a few years ago. It 
was then relocated near the city of 
Atlanta, and under the virile direction 
of Dr. Thornwell Jacobs is rapidly 
reaching the proportions and fame of 
a true university. It promises to be- 
come in the course and seasoning of 
future years one of the great and ral- 
uable universities of the south. 

The Georgia School of Technology, 
founded by the state in 1885 upon the 
initiation of Governor Nathaniel E. 
Ilarris, and those whom he inspired 
by his vision, and located in this city, 
is one of the educational miracles of 
this last half century. The original 
intent was to educate a limited num- 
ber of talented Georgia youth in the 
mechanical arts, the textile indus- 
tries, and electrical science. The al- 
most instant success which the school 
obtained under the able direction of 
Dr. I. S. Hopkins, convinced the lead- 
ers of Georgia thought and progress 
that the school was filling a large- 
felt demand, and could be expanded 
profitably to embrace the highest 
fields of technical instruction. The 
plant has been in consequence built 
up into splendid proportions and effi- 
ciency, and the school is now ranked 
by the highest authorities as second 
only in merit to the great and munif- 
itently endowed Massachusetts School 
of ‘Technology. The graduates of 
Georgia Tech are in demand before 
commencement day arrives each year 
and the members of the alumni in a 
great number are doing splendid work 
all over the globe. The present head 
‘of the institution is that accomplished 
scholar and practical administrator, 
Dr. M. L. Brittain, whose reputation 
in the educational world needs no 
encomiunmy’ here. 

_It would be a work of supereroga- 
tion to specialize for the readers of 
this story the other excellent and ex- 
tensive university and college plants 
for males and females, both --hite 
and colored, that are domiciled in or 
occupy the environs of the city. Those 
who are interested in educational en- 
terprises can readily locate and iden- 
tify them, and almost any intelligent 
citizen of Atlanta can ‘give a good 
account of their character and equip- 
ment. Suffice it to say that they 
have given to the city a national fame 
as an educational center, and at» 
sending out annually into all the fields 
of national endeavor eultured and 
thoronghly equipped representatives of 
the intelligence and ambitions of the 
growing generation in the new sout':.

Several 
new principles were incorporated in 
it, including an adjustable propeller 
and special wing construction.
